Series 1947 

(D) COMMUNIST PARTY, USA - MEMBERSHIP; INTERNAL SECURITY - C -- The 1948 registra- 
tion campaign of the Communist Party will be held from November 1 to December 31, 
1947. The registration of Communist Party members is scheduled as follows: 

1. From November 1 to November 15, to register all actives, those 
who attend club meetings and participate in club activities. 

2. From November 15 to December 1, to register the majority of the 
membership, with each club showing for itself a minimum of 75 per 
cent registration, 

3. December 1 to December 31, to complete the registration. $y 
cleaning up the balance of the membership. 

The Detroit Office has advised that Communist Party District, Seven mem- 
bership material will be handled in the following fashion, which may represent the 
procedure followed in other Districts. 

The registration cards will be furnished to the individuals assigned to 
registration duties in the various clubs with these individuals furnishing the 
registration cards to the membership and arranging for them to be filled out com- 
pletely. Upon completion, the registration cards^are to be returned to the in- 
dividuals so charged. A mimeographed master list will be .set up wjviph will bear 
the name, address and number of the registration card used f or* the*.lparticular members 

From the registration card and master list a membership card for each 
individual member will then be filled out and will be distributed to the individual 
member. As soon as the membership cards are filled out the master list and the 
registration cards must be destroyed. Before they are destroyed a master tabula- 
tion sheet which will include : union affiliation, sex of members, race, nationality, 
and other detailed data will be compiled from the registration cards. This tabula- 
tion sheet is to be forwarded to the National Headquarters and as far as is known 
this will be the only record furnished to the National Office of membership data 
for District Seven. 

Specific instructions have been issued that no master list should be 
maintained although there has been an indication that possibly some form of control 
will be established whereby a reference list will be available to the organiza- 
tional secretary of District Seven. 

The above information is being brought to the attention of all Field 
Divisions inasmuch as it is the Bureau's desire that during- t^e-m©p%hs^off^Nove 
December, and early January, each office should attempt to| perfect) arran 
obtain a complete capitulation of Communist Party members

CONCERNING THE COMMUNIST PARTY AS AN ORGANIZATION 

This SAC Letter supersedes all previous instructions with regard 
to reporting on the Communist Party as an organization. 

Each office is herewith directed to submit a report on the pertinent 
Communist Party activities in its respective division from the date of the 
last investigative report up to and including December 31, 1947, This report 
should be submitted to the Bureau prior to February 28, 1948. It should con- 
tain only information of a selected nature which is necessary to give a clear, 
complete and accurate picture of the Communist Party activities in each 
division for the period indicated. These reports should follow the suggested 
outline set forth hereinafter. 

Each office is herewith further instructed to submit a report on the 
Communist Party activities reaching the Bureau on or before April 20 covering 
the first three months of 1948. Likewise reports will be due July 20, Octo- 
ber 20 and January 20, 1949, each report covering the preceding three-month 
period. 

The recent coverage of the semi-underground operations of the Party 
by all field offices proved the value of having all offices reporting simulta- 
neously on the same period of Party operations. The reports, therefore, 
will serve to keep the Bureau, as well as other interested agencies of the 
Government, through our dissemination procedures, currently advised on .a more

The Bureau desires that all offices follow the breakdown set forth 
hereinafter in preparing their reports. I n every Ingt&nge eftoh sufcpf ij& . 
caBli3n^f.-illg-^£gaMowa,sa2uld begin a s eparate page. This is desired so that 
the Bureau can utilize one of the five copies forwarded to the Bureau to be 
disassembled according to the sub-file caption* Each separate section will 
then be placed in the appropriate Bureau sub-file relating to that breakdown. 
The sub-file- will then give a picture of the Communist Party activities 
throughout the United States in that particular field. Many offices, because 
of the extent of Communist Party activities, may desire to follow the same 
practice with one copy of their report.

Obviously, as in the case of any investigative- report, the source 
of every item of information, the date, the place and any pertinent attendant 
circumstances should he clearly set forth, utilizing, however, the established 
practices of protecting the identity of certain confidential sources of in- 
formation and confidential informants. (The Bureau does not desire the Agents 
preparing these reports to editorialize or evaluate on the Communist Party ac- 
tivities of the District. Evaluation of Communist Party activities as to the 
success or failure in the various districts can be obtained often from state- 
ments*made by Party officials and confidential informants.) 

,v - It will be the responsibility of the Special Agent in Charge to 
properly evaluate the information which should be forwarded to the Bureau by 
tel&i^t>e or letter immediately upon its receipt in the field so that 
duplicate reporting will be kept to a minimum.

Each field office will be required to meet the dead lines as out-

Party reports each year and it is expected that this requirement will be met.

This registration data was related by DAY** B£HB£TT, a paid organiser of the 
{fcsmaunist Party. The data, unless otherwise specified herein, will pertain 
to the registration of members of the Communist Party in the State of Vir- 
ginia, which geographical subdivision is covered by District 26 of the Com»u~ 
nist Party, USA. 

The total registered i&embers of the Coorcunist Party in the State 
of Virginia for 1947 is indicated as 106. It will be noted that this regis- 
tration reflects 9 less raerabera than 1946, in that 115 members were registered 
in that year. 

It is interesting to note, in connection with the breakdown and 
analysis of the xaembers, that 65 are sen and 41 *re women. In other words, 
61 % are iaale and 39% are female. 

Indicative of the Communistic infiltration into the negro group, 
is reflected in the fact that 52 or 49% of the total membership is indicated 
as being of the negro race, while % or 51% of the total membership is indi- 
cated as being of the white race. 

It is significant to note that 70 of the total jaembership are 
employed. 7 are listed as uneiaployed, 7 are self-employed, 13 are house- 
wives, 1 is retired, 3 are farmers and 4 are listed as students* It will 
be noted that 1 of the total membership is unaccounted for. 

As to the length of time individual members have be« connected 
with the Communist Party, It is observed that 35 of the total membership, 
or 33%, hive been members less than erne year. 16, or a little more than 
16%, have been members from 1 to 2 years; 18, ^ 16^ ha v a.. bean members 
from 2 to 5 yearsj 19, or 18%, have been membqjra^trom £ to 10 jraare; and 
18, or 16$%, have been members orer 10 years. ■.

66,000 as of early February, 19U8* Balance in CPUSA bank 
account totaled $U,208.30 as of 2/29/U8* During period l/l/kl 
to 2/29/i|8 deposits totaling $325,377*79 and withdrawals total- 
ing $325,838 # U8 were made. Balance in CPUSA special account 
totaled §lU8,U6Iu77 as of 2/29/U8, Stringent security measures 
adopted *by CPUSA during "November Scare" of 19U7 continue in 
force.

Four months* campaign begun 2/l/lfi by CPUSA for purpose of raibing 
theoretical and ideological level of membership and functionaries 
and strengthening Marxian and working class consciousness.

At the National Committee JleAum of the Communist Party, U,S.A*> 
held on February 3, 4 and 5 , 1948, at New lork City, Confidential Informant 
T-8 reported that HENRI WINSTON, National Communist Party Organization 
Secretary, stated in his organizational report that as of that data some 
66,000 members of the Party had been registered. He said that while a com- 
plete analysis of the registration was not yet available, nevertheless several 
outstanding facts were already clear, first, the trend to a growth that the 
Party witnessed in 1947 had been checked during the year 1948j second, shop 
and industrial clubs were not strong and new ones were not being builtj third, 
the working class of the Party base remained stationary, and, fourth, there 
existed a problem in registration of the negro membership.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 



District #2*, CPUSA, comprises entire State of New York, 
toea covered by MI Division embraces total population of 
'approximately 9,7&»Ui|0. District #2 Office occupies bulk 
of' Iith floor and virtually all of 5th floor of 35 E, 12th 
St., NYC, All remaining occupants of building are under 
direct CP operation and control. Organizational structure 
and paid personnel of District #2 (in New York Divison) set 
forth* Regional system of Party organization set up in 
Manhattan. District #2 seeks 7,000 new members during period 
from April through National CP Convention in August, 19U8. 
Balance in District #2 bank account totaled 188,680.27 as 
of 2/29/U8. During period l/l/U7 to 2/29/U8 deposits total- 
ing #1,068,Wi5.86 and withdrawals totaling $983,837.53 were 
made. Strict security measures invoked during "November ^ 
Scare" of 19U7 remain in force in District #2. Confidential 
mailing addresses of District #2 set forth. FRANCIS ^IRANKLIN., 
former Jefferson School instructor in NYC, and his wife, 
ANNA MAY KRAMM, expelled by District #2 for factionalism. 
District #2 pretested anti-Communist ban in Brazil and US 
failure to back up UN plan for Palestine partition. District 
#2 vigorously active in third party movement and in VILLAGE'S 
Presidential campaign. CP in NYC was fully mobilized end 
contributed heavily to victory of LEO ISACSON in special 
Congressional election in Bronx, February, 19 U8. SIMON "ST. 
GERSON, NI State CP Legislative Director, continues his 
unsuccessful efforts to gain seat of late Brooklyn City 
Councilman PETER V. CACCBIONE. NI State CP Legislative 
Program for 19U8 calls for, among other things, rent control, 
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low cost housing, continuance of $$ NYC subway fare and 
increased aid to education. Bitter opposition expressed 
by District #2 toward anti-Communist legislation pending in 
State. Selected CP members reportedly trained to take over 
duties of leaders who may be arrested* These members also 
alleged to be trained in war production work and to pose as 
reactionaries to -gain employers* confidence in order to stop 
production in event of hostilities. District #2 veterans 
participated in Washington, D. C. in "Operation Subsistence" - 
in January, 19U8 and in Veterans' Lobby on Housing in March, 
19U8. Harlem Conference of CP in January, 1$>U8 called for 
all-out fight for civil liberties, especially in alien 
Communist deportation cases, and for mobilisation of forces 
for WALLACE. Factional dispute within Council on African 
Affairs apparently has caused its Executive Director, MAX 
YERGAN, to sever all connection with CP although this move 
is reported -to be opportunistic* Youth Commission of District 
#2 is hostile to UMT, Cultural media continue to be used to 
implement Party line. District #2 reiterates its opposition 
to US intervention in Greece and its advocacy of separate 
Jewish State in Palestine. CP endeavoring to reduce expense 
of publishing literature and proposes selling all basic 
literature at cost. Campaign being conducted by District #2 
2/1 through 5/31/1+8 to raise theoretical and ideological level 
of membership and functiqnaries and to strengthen Marxian and 
working class consciousness.

The only one 
who has a list is the membership secretary of the clubs* Occasionally the 
various lists are brought together for a mailing, or in lax times a general 
section ALP mailing list will have C,P. members coded. But in careful times 
as these, only one person officially, and an alternate (the treasurer of the 
club) unofficially, has the membership list. In old clubs, of course, a 
member may have the names and addresses of most of the fellow members as a 
classmate in a school may have addresses of fellow classmates. 

When a person signs the application for membership, the stub 
bearing the name is kept (and destroyed) by the membership secretary. The 
data concerning the person, job, nationality, race etc., on the big card 
(no name) goes to national via county and state for statistical compilation. 

Current facts of membership are gathered from treasurer's 
reports and the number of cards issued at f, re-registration n in November 
and December for the coming year. Old cards are picked up and destroyed 
by the ones making the registration. 

Of course if anyone were Yery anxious to get a list as a 
section head, county or state head, it would not be difficult. He would 
have only to call all membership secretaries together.

- HENRY WINSTON, Organization Secretary i CP USA, in 
delivering a report on Party Building at the Fourth Session of the 
•14th National Convention of the Communist Party, USA, held in New York 
City August 2nd, through 6th* 1948) according to Confidential Informant 
.T-l, stated that membership of the Party nationally under EARL BROTOER 
in 1945 had been 52,800 but at present was more than 60,000. 

In commenting on the composition of the.P9.rty, WINSTON 
noted that in. the last three years the industrial, composition had increased 
only by 1^ and at present 51^ of the membership was industrial, 11$ being 
basic* At the same time, he said, the Party's trade union membership in 
the last few; years showed a decline from 46J?.,to 44J$1 . He observed that 
28$ of the trade union membership of the Party belonged to various CIO 
unions, l$j?fo in AFL and Z^f in independent unions. He indicated that - 
approximately 7<j£ of the Party's industrial worker's were not members of 
any union.

Confidential Informant T-l advised that WILLIAM NORMAN, 
Organizational Secretary, New York State Communist Party, delivered a 
report on the status of Party organization at the. 14th Convention of the 
New York State Communist Party held in New York City on July 16, 17, and 
18, 1948. Among other things he reported that since 1945 the New York 
Communist Party had increased its membership from 23,000 to 28,000 dues 
paying members, According to NORMAN, in New York City there was one ■ 
Communist to every 300 citizens, , * 

WILLIAM NORMAN'S COMMENTS AT NATIONAL 
CaffiUNIST PARTY CONVENTION 



According to Confidential Informant T-4, WILLIAM NORMAN 
spoke at the Fifth Session of the 14th National Convention of the Communist 
Party, USA, held in New York City August 2nd through 6th, 1948. In out- 
lining the organizational work of the Party in New York State, he said that 
since 1945 New York had grown from 23^000 to 26,500 by the end of 1947 and 
28,000 at the present time,. He indicated that the Negro membership * in 
New York State had grown from 1,532 in 1946 to 2,244 in 1947. 
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NORMAN reluctantly pointed out that while New York 
State had registered 26,000 members in 1947> only 1500 recruits had. 
been obtained in the first seven months of 1948 and he observed that 
at this rate of recruiting, New York State faced the alarming prospective 
of winding up the year with less than 25,000 members. 

Confidential Informant T-9 advised that in September, 
1948, HENRY WINSTON, Organization Secretary, Communist Party, USA, prepared 
a memorandum for WILLIAM NORMAN in which he -jotted down a number, of 
thoughts that had come to his mind in connection with Party growth and 
the general perspective in relation to Party building as it related to 
the New York District. 

In connection with the general trend, WINSTON pointed 
out he noted a general trend of growth since 1944 j for instance, at the 
end of 1944 there were registered 23,454 members, in 1945 a decline to 
22,318, an increase in 1946 to 2.5,071 and a still further increase to 
26,299 in 1947. 

WINSTON said that in basic industry since 1945 the New 
York District had essentially held its owns for instance, the 1945 
registration revealed 2,061 employed in basic industry, 1,971 in 1946 
and 2,070 in 1947, 

On the other hand, WINSTON observed, there was a 
substantial increase in those employed in light industry: 4,696 in 1945, 
5,589 in 1946, and 6,343 in 1947. 

WINSTON noted there had been a decline in the District's 
trade union membership from ^,5 s 86 in 1946 to 3,402 in 1947.

JOSEPH 'GREEN (leading negro comrade in Buffalo), ALBERT LUTZ1CY is 
reported to have arrived at the conference by plane from Cleveland, Ohio, 
at approximately 6t00 P„K. on JJarch 5, 19h9 and participated only in

The conference 'was held in the main Ballroom of the Hotel

"WILLIAM NORM,N f s report at the conference outlined the 
Communist Party methods of work in the future to win the working class 
and he stated the Communist Party would split into two groups, namely ^ 
the shop and community groups with the shop concentration given one 
hundred percent priority. Every Communist NORTON stated, must find his 
role in building the Party in the shops and he demanded the whole Party 
accept the concentration in basic industry as "a Lenin policy of our 
work* 11 The concentration would be in steel, UE and Marine in New York 
State* He went on to tell the conference that the Party in •ommunity 
and shop activities must know the strategy and tactias and as an example 
pointed out that the Party had secured 2^00 new subscriptions to the 
"Tforker" in the Ford Motor 'Co* Shops in Detroit, Michigan. NORMAN 
insisted every Communist in the shops become a leader and asked that

complete knowledge of the company and its products as well as knowledge 
■of the shop breakdown* NOTO demanded that Communists determine the 
decisive departments in the shops which controlled production for the 
entire shop and concentrate in these departments*. 

At the conclusion of NOTO's report delegates from various 
shops and sections of New York State made brief reports on conditions, 
results and future plans in their shop or district* Among those re- 
porting on their shops were two persons from the GE Plant in Schenectady, 
New York*.

Following the Panel reports, ROBERT THOMSON (New York

(Communist Party leaders of France and Italy, respectively) the stress 
was put on what the industrial workers would do to hinder a war by 
bringing about strikes and "other means." 

Apparently referring to staoements made by KOTO, informant 
continued stating that the National Committee had, therefore, started 
a two months industrial recruiting campaign to end on "WILLIAM Z. FOSTER T s 
birthday. The aim of the drive was nob to get large noticeable numbers 
in a shop but to get one or two people inside and _a couple others out- 
side from the Communist Party Brandies 'in the area to work with them. 

The quota, for Upstate New York, according to N0T0, was 
set at 112 but he believed it should be raised to IpO recruits. In

On Saturday, March 5, 1949, I; attended an Industrial Conference, 
by the State C«P. at the Hotel Diplomat, 108 West 43rd Street, Hew York City* 

. i . i 

Hie admission was "by special credential only, I arrived at the hotel 
about 10:00 AM and went to the main ballroom* As we stepped off the , 
elevator, we were stopped and asked for our credentials* 7/e were instructed 
to write what panel we would like to fcit in on; whether shop, community, 
or Hogro* I wrote community on my credential and handed it in, and in 
turn I received a blue card with "Community Panel 11 typed on it* I walked 
into the ballroom and noticed a literature table. I looked over the table 
and purchased the following literature: Theory and Practice of the C.P* 
Pirst Course, The Save the Country Packet, l>y John Spivak, The Soviet 
White Paper on the ITorth Atlantic Pact, and Study Course on the C.P. , 
The Working Class and Industrial Concentration issued by the National 
Education Department of the C.P« 

I then walked around and noticed Bob Appel the Bronx County 
Organization Secretary. She people were coming in very slowly but by ten- 
thirty the meeting was called to order. I selected a seat in the balcony 
and by this time the ballroom was well filled. The Chairman who was 
selected was a tall ncgyo by the name of Stretch Johnson, State Educational 
Director, The following agenda was read, opening remarks from 10:30 to 11:15 
AM by the State Secretary, Bill Itforman* Then we wore to break into panels 
to discuss the report, followed by a lunch period from 1:00 PM to 2:00 PM, 
then a continued discussion on the report and club activities and their 
program for industrial conpentration. This was to be followed ^oy a sxunmary 
by the panel chairman and then a few remarks by Henry Winston, and then 
the closing by Bob Thompson. 

After the motion to accept Stretch Johnson introduced Bill Herman 
the State Secretary, who outlined the coming industrial concentration 
campaign. Some of his remarks- are as follows: the responsibility of the 
working class is the main responsibility of the 'C*P*- Every shop, every 
industry becomes a fortress in this industrial concentration* The shops 
and the community have a responsibility of building the C.P» 

The Soviet Union an.d the Eastern democracies forgefl. ahead only 
by uniting the working class, that is what we aye proposing in this 
industrial concentration. If we succeed in uniting all working people, 
in all industries, whether they bo in the shops, barns, food, longshore, 
sugar, tobacco, transport, leather, ILG-U, etc. only then can we forge 
ahead. We must try to solve their every da.y problems, try to settle 
their grievances no matter how slight, and aid them in anyway possible, 
only then can v/o gain their good confidence, and. later on to bring in our 
press to help solve their problems. We can make a good start to achieve 
our final goal of Socialism.

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In connection with this concentration, the question arises if 
this job is for only a special corp of the C.P* or for the whole member- 
ship to partake in. When this program was planned, it was stressed that 
the whole membership mast join in uniting every working man and woman, 
in shop and community, because it was a great step forward and it would 
he an impossibility to succeed with so little f orces. The main program 
in each industry, shop, club is as follows: they must undertake to win 
the major section of the shop into reading the press* An example was in 
the huge Pord plant at Detroit, where 2,500 subs were obtained by a group 
of C»P» members* 

All C.P. members must gain leadership in his shop so he is known, 
that is he must fight for wages, grievances , shorter hours etc* Once he 
gains the confidence of. his fellow workers by his leadership, he can bring 
in the press and discuss their problems, then they can be recruited into 
the Party and join the ranks of workers into one large concentration of 
which we are the vanguard of the working people* 

There are more than 3,000 workers in b^sic industries in Hew York, 
in decisive shops and industries and only by constant concentration can 
we build a mass party; first concentration, then mass party* 

The United States is pursuing a policy of aggression and world 
domination and that is why the recent statements of the Prench C»P. 
leader, Maurice Ehorez and .the Italian leader Palmiro Jogliatti voiced 
a very strong statement to the people of their respective countries. 
We will not be on a defensive in a Policy of Peace. The American 
Bourgeois will lose the world if they start it. The traitors are the 
Vandcnbergs and the Connollys and others who try to disrepute the C.P« 
policy of peace, it is the kiss of death for them* 

If the Cold War continues it will eventually turn into a hot war, 
hence the need for this industrial concentration and also to spread the 
statement of our leaders to all people. 

The following aspects of a successful concentration are as follows; 

1. The need, around the Economic struggle* 

2. The repeal of the Taf t-Hartlpy Law* 

3. Militant rank and file campaign. 

4. Heed for building the A»L«P*. and a trade division of the A*L.P # 

5. Indictment s of 12 must be made clear to everyone and we must 
fight against any movement to outlaw the C.F. About thirteen states 
already have passed laws to either outlaw, bar from civil service etc. 
every Communist in their states. We must demonstrate against all such 
action, in relation to this we are all urged to attend a mass demonstration 
this Monday, March 7, at Poley Square in protest against the indictments, 
and the rigged jury system. 
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6* Building a Negro peoples and liberation movement* {Their 
economic crises gives the progressives (C.P*) a more responsible task 
in this fight* T ,Vhito chauvinism is the main weapon of the "bourgeois 
class, to split the working class Negro rights in the trade unions. In 
connection with this the C*J? # is staging a rally next Thursday in Madison 
Square against the Jim Crow in Stuyvesant Town.

The last point is the l^ay Day parade* This year we must mobilize 
all working peoples, in mass organization, in our shops, community, unions, 
etc. and try to make this demonstration a show of strength, solidarity and 
unity among the working class t 

Following Bill Norman ! s report, wo broke into panels. The commun- 
ity panel met in the main ballroom, the shop panel in another room, and the 
Hegro panel in another room, 

She community panel chairman was Hal Simon, who gave an outline 
of the concentration in the community. The major task is to give aid to 
shop workers, help build shop branches; this can be done by picking a 
special concentration and constantly working with them, distribute leaflets, 
talking over their problems, selling the Daily Worker, and later recruiting 
them into the 3?arty. 

This is ah important step and wo must start an understanding 
program, first of our entire membership and then in the concentration 
area. 

Wo musu have a class in industrial concentration and a regular 
discussion of problems of waking people in that concentration in the 
community and clubs. We must al-so see that those people who work in 
G-.S. , steel, transport, U.E. , food, etc. are educated to a better under- 
standing of their own problem. 



Other key plans must be worked out but are of a secondary concern- 
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We must examine the contribution in our concentration area of the 
Hegro who will play an important role in this work. 
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We imxst concentrate on mass organizations and get all these people 
to join our ranks* 

Y/o mast fight for passage of the Vxto Marcantonio Mil #259 f . 
to defeat the Taf t-Hartloy bill and also to work out a plan to move 
other conrados into industrial concentration*. 

Hal pointed out the fight in Syracuse against <**E M how the out- 
siders worked with the insiders and distributes leaflets, papers, etc. 
and succeeded in winning over their confidence* 

The clubs must lead with leaflets and 'other forms of propaganda 
if the state is going to back it up with a more stronger leaflet on the 
issue* 

The Daily press in the very near future will feature a single 
page to each industry, such as, transport,- steol, ILG-U, maritime* long- 
shore, etc* and place their problems and a solution to these problems 
so they can be discussed in the clubs, shops* and community. 

The shop branchos shall conduct regular social activity for its 
moribers, to intorest them in every way possible so as to keep thorn inter- 
ested in this concentration* 

If there is no shop branch, then the community must establish and 
independent one and keep in constant- contact with these people by means of 
a leaflet, the press, and by personal contact* 

The role of the working class is to join the progressive organ- 
ization and do all in their power to build this organization, the A*i*P. 
into a party of the working people* 

Branches in different parts of the city can chose thoir own coiv- 
centration, on the West side they can concentrate on the longshoreman, in 
Yonkers the textile shop, in Manhattan clothing, etc* 

A concentration of other organizations such as rents and housing, 
tenants groups etc* can also be established in our community* 

In example, in Harlem of a special concentration of 1,500 ITegro 
transport workers forming into a club* 

The community can educate and organize these workers into their 
immediate needs and problems* 

At present there is the U,P*W M who are trying to organize the 
Negro workers in the hospitals* The Harlem community can support the 
Harlem trade union council. 
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Hal pointed out that in Stuyvesant Town "because of discrimination 
and Jim Crow, it has thrown many people together with the same problems, 
who formed groups and now they are all fighting together. 

Industrial concentration is a method of work for all Party members* 

Hal finished his outline of community work and said that a dis- 
cussion period from lLtSO to 12:30 would take places after which we would 
adjoin for lunch. 

Hal asked for a show of hand of people who would like the floor to 
speak and then he asked others to write their name on a piece of paper and 
send it forward; they would be called later* 

Tho following people spoke: a member of the professional 
section of the C.P. who claimed that no mention of the professional was 
spoken about tpday, and claimed that in Brooklyn, where ho came from, 
there were many professional people, doctors, dentists, lawyers, scientists, 
etc. who can make a large contribution to industrial concentration, for 
example a doctor can help fight for a national health plan, a lawyer can 
render a service, etc. He would like to see the professional get more 
recognition. 

It was announced at this time that we would adjoin for lunch, 
from 1:00 tp 2:00 PM and upon returning we were to assemble in the main 
ballroom again to continue our discussion, 

I left and on the way out I spoke to Sophie, the (Premont Section 
organizer, Florence Schreiber, and Oy Weinberg of the Bryant Club. He 
was attending the literature table. 

I also noticed on my out, Carl Mann, a former JV//.U.- organizer, in 
the BftM»I* car shops in Canarsie, but recently expelled from this job, 
during the shake-up of Commies in tho T.W.U. 

On my way back from lunch on entering the- hotel I also saw Douglas 
McMahon the former International Section Treasurer of the E.Y7.U., he was 
going out of the hotel. He is .also out of the T.W.TJ. 

I went up to the main ballroom and in a short time the meeting was 
called to order by Hal Simon, who presented Bob Appel, the Bronx county 
organizational secretary, he was appointed chairman of tho afternoon 
session. 

He called on tho people who sent their names up, and those 
people were from all parts of Jfew York City, upstate UTew York, Bronx, Queens, 
lower last, and West side Manhattan, from Buffalo, and Syracuse. OThese 
people spoke on the activities in their clubs, sections-, and communities, 
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and former concentration work among the G>J5. workers in Syracuse, selling 
the Daily, solving the shop problems, joining the picket lines, getting 
recruits for the Party, and gaining many sympathisers in the fight to 
free the 13 now on trial in Foley Square . 

In the 3ronx, the Party branch near the 207th Street Ind. shops, 
a young girl told of selling the Daily every day until they received a 
favorable response. It was a tough job at first because they were jeered 
and treated almost roughly, but they were determined to expose the recent 
Quill sellout, and how the T-.w.U* is very weak at present* They kept 
their daily vigil and finally succeeded in getting a favorable response, 
With a few C*P. friends on the inside and a few more sympathisers on the 
outside, some of the workers stopped to talk and ask questions. 

A speaker from Astoria spoke on the Calvary Cemetary strike and 
the strike breaking tactics of Cardinal Spellman. The C»P branch in 
the locality helped the strikers by bringing them coffee and marching 
on the picket line and urging the strikers to continue their strike. The 
C.P. of this section also urged the A,L«P. in that district to cooperate 
with, and help the strikers. 

A young lfegro girl from Buffalo spoke on the activities in 
her branch, and also criticized the panel, for not mentioning' the youth' 
of the C.P» She urged all to appreciate the youth* because it depends on 
what we plan today, to take effect tomorrow, and jiot to concentrate on the 
youth will spell disaster for our Party. There are many activities 
for the youth, drawing up leaflets, distributing them, picketing, action 
in the shops and factories. A very good example was in the recent war, 
when the United States depended mainly on youth, in the armed forces, in 
defense plants, so we in the CJP, must depend on the youth to carry the 
banner of victory to Socialism* 

The time was drawing close to a final sum up so Hal Simon took 
over and drew the following conclusions from the nineteen speakers: 

1. He complimented the utmost sincerity and enthusiasm of the 
nineteen speakers. 

2> The joining together of the Negro and White in this one common 
fight to unite all the working people to achieve the goal of the C.P. 
Socialism. 

3. The new experiences in disposing of the press, literature, which 
is the main weapon in the Industrial Concentration* 

4. The role of A*L,P« can and must play in this Industrial Concen- 
tration. 
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There were also speakers from Stuyvesant Town and leathertown who 
condemned the policy of discriminating against the ilegro as a tenant. A 
committee in Stuyvesant Town was formed to fight this anti-racial act 
and it was also distributing the Daily, leaflets, and other means of 
propaganda to fight the Metropolitan Life* 

A demonstration against this Jim Crow in Stuyvesant Town was to 
take place in Madison Square this Thursday, March 10, at 4:«30 PM and a 
large turnout is expected. 

This demonstration is called by the C.P. and it urges letters, 

telegrams to Mayor 0*Dwyer, the Metropolitan Life, Councilman Walter S* 

Hart to act on Councilman 3en Davis* resolution to end Jim Crow in 
Stuyvesant Town. 

The General Meeting was called to order at 4:30 PM and the first 
speaker was Henry Winston, who made the following remarks: Kiat this 
Industrial Concentration was opened with an excellent keynote by Bill 
Gorman and that this Industrial Concentration is not a task "but a trans- 
formation into a Party of Bolshevism and need of the working class. That 
we must fight on the economic, idoalogical, and political front to achieve 
Socialism, and only those educated in Marxism-leninism can lead these 
people, and also with the proper leadership we can win the masses of the 
people to Socialism in this country* 

We must fight the fascist dangers, loyalty purges in federal 
government, state, county civil service, also the hills to outlaw the C«P« 
We must uncover the "basic danger for academic freedom in the schools of 
higher education and in the call of the- N*A*M* to "ban the C*P. We must 
fight legislation on a state and national scale against wire tapping in 
our homes, etc* and we must fight in the judiciary against the indictments 
of the 12 loaders of our Party* On Monday at 10:30 AM they will be in the 
dock at Poley Square and it is our duty to see that they are set free. The 
political situation in the United States today is the same as in Germany 
in 1932. 

The unity of the United States and the U.S»S*R. is the beacon 
light of the forces fighting for peace,* The now democracies are fighting 
for peace; Ohina, Bulgaria, etc* Winston said that there are more than _ 
25,000 C*P. members in New York and urged us all to go into our organiza- 
tions whether, civic, church, fraternal, industrial, and speak and fight 
for our principals* The fight cannot "be won in the courtroom, hut it 
must be won outside; the future of America depends on the outcome of the 
trials We must leave not stone unturned to reach every Hew Yorker and 
show them that this trial is not a fair one and it must he quashed* 

At 12:00 noon on Monday a mass demonstration is going to he 
held at Joley Square under the sponsorship of the G*3.*C* and also a daily 
picket line. Sach day the picket line will he represented hy different 
counties; they will he notified as to \#iat day to picket* 
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In conclusion he urged all to organise civil rights committees 
in shops, clubs, etc,, distribute leaflets, hold protest demonstrations, 
promote delegations to congressmen and for legislation against anti~Commun~ 
1st Mils and also to protest the arrest of th£ 6 negroes in I\few Jersey. 

The next report was "by the chairmen of the different panels. The 
shop panel reported, that the shop club was the" most important in this 
campaign for. Industrial Concentration and in connection a rally was going 
to he held on Wednesday t March 9, on Germany invades Wall Street, at the 
Hotel Diplomat. The Hext report was on Efegro Concentration in three 
important phases* 

1. The struggle for the economic rights of the Negro. In Chicago 
unemployment 71$, in Harlem the same problem is facing most of the people 
living there, they are the first people to feel the effects of unemploy*- 
ment. 

2. She struggle of the Negro and civil rights must be carried 
out. For example the case of Mrs. Ingrahm in the South, the case of the 

6 in Trenton, the central areal of struggle is a campaign of letters, tele- 
grams against the filibuster, police brutality, a substitute of the old 
fashion lynching. 

3. She whole struggle in the imperialist corp against White 
Chauvinism. A good example is of the situation in loathertown in 
Long Island, where people moving in sign a lease containing a clause 
against Uegroes living there. Wo must smash the Jim Crow wall in Stuyvesant 
(Down, repeal the Taft-Hartley law, restore the Wagner Act, with no 
amendments. 

Slogans around the first balcony read as follows: Build the 
Daily Worker,. Build the C,P., for the 30 hour week, for wage raises not 
wage freezes.- 

The panel on community was presented by Hal Simon. 

The next speaker was Bob Thompson. He as well as Henry Winston 
received a welcome, with hand clapping, whistling, and everyone arose to 
greet them in this manner for a good five minute ovation. 

Bob made the following remarks; The main point about this 
conference, it established a method of work according to Lenin, to bring 
the Party* § Policies to the kpy sections of the working class, to the 
whole labor movement and to the democratic forces. This teamwork in 
the Party will help the professional section, the social welfare program-^ 
for tho unemployed, for Hogro rights, against discrimination and for the 
ITegro question. 
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She Party Idealogy on the Negro Question, will have its effects 
on the comming re-election of Councilman '" Ben Davis, who we must fight to re- 
3lect # 

3oh mentioned the recent remarks of Dennis and Poster and they 
prove that the C.£* has made a "break historically with opportunism and 
Browderism , it will also help to give a "broader statement to the peace 
oaovement* There were certain Party sympathisers who objected to the state- 
ment "but the reason given to these people was that you cannot fight or 
appease these reactionaries hut must meet them halfway hy their own methods 
and also to strip the mask of demagogy from Iruman. 

Boh also said that the C*P. fights for peace and Soviet Union, 
American Unity* 

He also spoke of the trials and was almost sure that the outcome 
would not he favorable to him, hut still he urged us to go out and fight, 
to let people know that they were not getting a fair trial, due to the 
rotten jury system* 
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made without prcperly filled out transfer card issued by previous club.
